It is 


evident that the groat dailies of Now York 
and the metropolitan reporters are UK un- 
reliable in this caso as a Washington cor- 
respondent is in all cases. The Tiibuue, 
World, Graphic, Times, etc., give au ac- 
count of telegraphic consolidation, and 
sadden tho feelings of the people by the as- 
sertion that there is to bo no further compe- 
tition either as to accommodation or prices, 
This goes oq for a few days and theu 
comes a further announcement that the 
story is premature. The Mutual Union 
has not sold out and tho Western Union 
ii not absolute monarch of all it surveys 
from the tips of the Rocky mountai ns to 
either ocean. It is now only an "arrange- 
ment11 as to prices; or as the once elo- 
quent Denis Kearney used to say "a 
pooling of the issnes." 


Such is the story of today, and the 


Graphic which yesterday gave all the de- 
tails of the consolidation now calmly ob- 
serves:—"The arrangement between the 
telegraph companies is not at all iu. the 
nature of a consolidation, but is a work- 
ing agreement, tinder which both com- 
panies will be maintained independently, 
each preserving equitable paying rates." 
Manager Flagg, of this city, has also a 
message from one of the officers of the 
Mutual Union to the effect that the com- 
pany has not sold out, and is not likely to 
be swallowed up in the maelstrom of its 
great rival. The story is to be continued. 


JiYD/J^V EDUCATION. 


In adopting Mr. Hoar's amendment 


appropriating $500,000 for the education 
of the ludiau children, the Senate of the 
United States has taken a step in the 
right direction.

policy we shall find that we have" made a 
great mistake. But now we have a grand 
opportunity to improve a degraded j:ace 
of pnople and at the same time aid our 
Government.
